Tho ncxl great source of national unity 
and the diflusion ol iutelli;zonro is lho com- 
mon eehuol systom ol the country. Bruin 
will always rulo tbo world. It is God's de« 
creu that il should do so. What man needs 
to d i is tu see to it tliat all have an equal 
ohancc for its cultivation, This is pare dc- 
inocracy. Oar common aoboola also reduce 
tho inequaiiiies among children. In tlie 
little rupublio ot Switzerland the common 
fchrol children ol tho lii^h and the low — 
the wealthy and tbe poor — are obliged to 
raingl'j together and 'he intercourse ia bene> 
Gcial to both. The law of a truly demoera- 
tic life ia ' Liberty to grow, but eaaalily at 
tho start,' and this is just the mtHio of our 
common schp;'! system. It says lo the 
youih of our couolry — ' Stand hero with 
your feet on a level, raiao ytiur heads aa high 
08 you can,' IJouco o^r common schools 
ought tp be good schools. No academy or 
high Bcbool in the land ougbt to bo butter 
than Ihe common school, Tbo nation can- 
not aflorrt economy in this matter, Thoso 
pu'so-prouJ aud aristocratic mon among us, 
of whom thcie aro uiifurtunaioly some, who 
object lo sending tba.r children to tbo com- 
mon iohools should be compelled to smd 
them thtro — uoi by law, bat because they 
cannot find ony other schools aa gooi). Ho 
would be willing even to exolulo tbo reading 
of tbe Bible in our common sobools, 
if by that means any class ol our 
people wouli bo belter saiisfied, and more 
zealous in supporting the syateiu. Aod cer- 
tainly he, tbe SOD of a i'uiitin and a Puri- 
tan birasel', could not be aospected o( de- 
precating Ihp iwportaooe of Bible reading.
